The new Pacific Electric rate increase has caused
much dizenti-"nction among the emnloves of Torrance
industrial piaots who recide in Los Angeles and other
distant noi s, .

P tieular dissoti-Taction is found with the limita-
tion of the new commctuiion books to thirty days, the
previous time limit being forty days. ,

Each ticket is numbered . and good only on that
day. If you don’t travel to "Torrance on Sundays or hol-
idays, if you miss a day or two or three for some reason,
you lose the use of those tickets for any other day and
there is no refund. If you are sick for several days you
do however get a refund, on a doctor’s certificate. If
you travel here twice the same day you pay cash out of
vour pocket for the second trip. No other member of
the family may use your book.

Older employes state that the fare here has been
doubled since they began coming to Torrance. A few
years ago a 52-ride book, which was all they used in a
month, cost $5.1’. The new 60-ride book; all of which
is never used, costs $10.45.

At a time when there is a tendency for things to
come down in price, when wages are coming down,trans-
portation is going up. .

At the General Passenger offices of the P. E., the

explanation made complaining patrons was that the new
commutation book was a monthly rate, the same as a flat
monthly water rate or your phone rate: you may use
your phone much or little, the monthly-price you pay is
the same.

The question was argued gro and con at the last
meeting of the chamber of commerce, but no action was
taken. It was deemed rather bad form by some for the
home of the P. E. shops to join the protestants. The
Board cof Trustees also deemed it out of their province,
when brought up at their meeting Tuesday night.

Some are in favor of the increase believing it will
induce more of the workers to make Torrance their
home. But where will they live, the protestants demand.
There are no vacant houses in Torrance.

The answer to that is:let us all join in a building
campaign.  Torrance needs 1,000 new houses, and we
can have them if the industrial plants, the civic organi-
zations, the business and professional men, the men and
women, and the children as well,, of Torrance, will all
fall in line and get busy on the building campaign pro-
